refully preserved in the cathedral trea 
chamber, we propose to briefly describe, 
where possible to accompany our de 
ription with illustrations reproduced from 
ginal photographs made of the articles. 
The cathedral treasure is a collection of 
productions of the religious medieval 
goldsmith’s art that in number and techni 
completeness is to be found nowher 
in the world. As far as treasures in 
liquaries and similar antiquities and works 
art are concerned, the cathedral at 
hen excels them all. : 
[his collection of old original works has 
ved as the model for many ecclesiastical 
ssels, patterned after it, and it of great 
terest not only for connoisseurs but for 
welers and workers in precious metals 
Of the large number of the ancient treas- 
s we will first select the two silver gilt 
nd silver shrines. which, as the Mary 
Shrine and the Charles Shrine, are known 
probably throughout the entire Catholic and 
art worlds. Both were made by the Aachen 


silversmith, Wibert, at the end of the 12th 


and the beginning of the 13th centuries. 


The Mary Shrine, a gift of the citizens 
of Aachen, resembles a sarcophagus or a

cruciform church, minus the tower. The 
side surfaces show under richly ornamented 
pointed gables, the repouseé silver images 
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trefoil arch, supported by four columns, the 
form of the Queen of Heaven; the other 
three gable surfaces are ornamented with 
figures of the Saviour, Charlemagne and 
Pope Leo III. 

The surfaces of the overhanging roof art 
decorated with relief figures in repoussé 
work, depicting scenes from the life of the 
Saviour. The roof is ornamented with a 
cresting in open work and five beautiful 
filigree knobs. The spaces between the 
ornaments are filled with filigree and 
enamel ornamentation, and with 1,200 richly 
set precious stones and cameos they serve 
to further beautify the shrine, which was 
finished in 1238. 

As is well known, the four major relics— 
the dress of Mother Mary, the swaddling 
clothes of Jesus, his loin cloth and the de 
capitation cloth of John the Baptist—ar 
kept in this shrine. 

The Charles Shrine, or reliquary of 
Charlemagne, is similar in workmanship, 
but more simple. The figures, too, ari 
of course different, consisting of statues of 
16 kings and emperors, etc. In this shrine 
since 1215 have rested the bones of Charle 
magne.

tian (medieval) goldsmith’s art are the 
magnificent miniature sanctuaries (chapel 
reliquaries), one of which is said to have 
been given by the emperor, Charles IV., the 
other by Philip II. of Spain. Both are 
wrought in silver gilt and show the delicate 
upright forms of the Gothic style, slender 
columns, pinnacles, cropes and finials orna- 
ment them and form numerous chapel-like 
niches which incloses many sacred statues. 

One of the most valuable articles in the 
cathedral treasure of Aix-la-Chapelle is the 
Lothair cross, from Emperor Lothair II., 
1125-1137. It is made of pure gold and is 
decorated lavishly with precious stones. 
The central quadature is ornamented with 
a Roman cameo and a bust portrait of the 
Emperor Augustus. Between the precious 
stones of the lower part there is set a 
cameo from the ring of King Lothair. The 
Lothair cross is one of the most valuable 
pieces of Byzantine goldsmith work of the 
10th century, and as a work of art it is 
actually priceless, It was used as a proces- 
sional cross at the coronation of German 
monarchs,

It would take a great deal of space to 
describe even thus briefly all the precious 
articles, but there are a few that, owing 
to their great antiquity or unique form, 
deserve mention. 

An arm-shaped reliquary contains an 
arm bone of Charlemagne. It is made of 
gilded silver and is a gift from King Louis 
I. of France, who in 1481 presented it to 
the sepulchre church of Charlemagne. The 
lower part shows the coats-of-arms of 
France, surmounted by the royal crown and 
lilies, 

A figure of St. Peter in beaten and 
chased silver contains a link of the chain 
with which the disciple was bound when a 
prisoner in Rome. Two other fine silver 
statues represent the Virgin and Child 


A masterpiece of the Byzantine gold- 
smith’s art is a reliquary in the form of a 
Greek chapel, richly ornamented, with 


chased and niello work and probably brought 
to the Occident by the crusaders. A similar 
reliquary is to be seen in the Church of St. 

Mark, at Venice. 

Of wonderfully fine workmanship is also 
a Greek reliquary, which is entirely cov- 
ered with transparent cloisonné enamel and 
embossed work. 

Two other reliquaries have more of a 
casket or coffer-like form. One of them is 
used to transfer the major relics. During 
the time of the sextennial pilgrimage to 
the relic chapel this casket is entirely cov- 
ered with ornaments and coats-of-arms. 

The second casket is wrought in ivory. 
Around the lid is a silver gilt border, 5% 
centimeters wide, bearing the following in- 
scription: Jn ista capsa continentur réliquiae 
et ossa Sancti Spet episcopi et confessoris, 
cum ceteris aliis reliquiis. It contains relics 
of the holy bishop and the confessor, Speus. 

Particularly interesting is a silver gilt 
reliquary representing the presentation of 
Jesus in the temple. At one side stands 
Simeon holding the Christ child in his 
arms, and opposite him is Mary, offering 
two doves. 

Among the treasures are the bridal crown 
of Margaretha of York, spouse of Charles 
the Bold of Burgundy. This royal person- 
age donated many costly gifts to the cathe- 
dral in 1475, especially this gold crown, 
adorned with enameled inscriptions, 28 dia- 
monds, pearls .and other precious stones. 
Two other crowns richly embellished with 
pearls and precious stones, presented in 
1627 by Isabella Clara Eugenia, infanta of 
Spain, stolen from the church in 
1843. 

A golden capoule reliquary 744 centi- 
meters long and 3% centimeters wide, pre- 
sented to Chalemagne by Pope Leo III., 
contains a fragment of the holy cross. It 
was carried by Charles and he took it with 
him on his journeys. It is adorned with 
three precious stones and four costly pearls 
and encircled with a silver gilt capoule, 
on the front of which Christ hanging on 
the cross is depicted and at the back Byzan-

Simon Terrace and Moses Cohen Declared Guilty of Selling Bracelets Improperly Stamped 
as to Quality—Victory in First Prosecution Brought by Stamping Law 
Committee and Jewelers’ Circulai-Weekly. 











HE first prosecution under New York 
law regulating the stamping of gold 
irticle whose marking violated the law, 
which was begun last February at the in- 
stigation of the United States Stamping 
Law Committee and THe JEWELERS’ Circu- 
\R-WEEKLY, ended Wednesday of last 
week in a conviction of both defendants by 
the Court uf Special Sessions in New York. 
One of these defendants, Simon Terrace, a 
anufacturing jeweler at 281 Grand St., 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $250 or 
rve 6U days in the penitentiary, while his 
rother-in-law, Moses Cohen, who sold the 
whose marking violated the law, 
ad sentence suspended upon him, but he 
was admonished by the court that the sen-

The case excited unusual interest in the 
jewelry trade in not only New York, but 
throughout the country, and at the trial 

ere were present a large number of promi- 
ent manufacturers of New York and New-

fendants. The outcome of the case is not 
nly looked upon as a victory for honest 
husiness methods, but the result is expected 
have a far reaching effect, because though 
the penalty imposed comparatively 
small, the prosecution served to call atten- 
mn to the fact that the jewelry trade is 
iroused and intends to put a stop to all 
violations of the gold and silver laws, this 
heing but one of a number of proceedings 
at have been and will be begun. 

The prosecution of this case followed 
an investigation of the conditions in the 
jewelry trade among manufacturers on the 
East Side of New York. For a short time 
after the Gold Stamping Law went into ef- 
fect there was little complaint as to goods 
not assaying up to the quality stamped on 
them, but a few years ago a prosecution by 
me manufacturer of a competitor with 
whom he had had a dispute over a bill, was 
thrown out of court by the police magis- 
trate on the ground that the plaintiff was 
is bad as the defendant.

by a great many jewelers of that section of 
the city as meaning that the gold law could

It was then decided that some test cases 
should be made, and T. Edgar Willson, as 
editor of THE JEWELERS’ CiIRCULAR-WEEK- 
LY and secretary of the Stamping Law Com- 
mittee, caused summonses to be issued for 
the parties connected with one of the man- 
ufacturing houses from whom bracelets of 
this character had been purchased. This 
was the house of C. Terrace, 281 Grand 
St., and summonses were issued for Celia 
Terrace, in whose name the business was 
run; Simon Terrace, her husband, and 
Moses Cohen, her brother and salesman. 

When the case came up before Magistrate 
Harris, in the Essex Market Police Court, 
the complainant showed that nine bracelets 
had been purchased from the Terrace 

house Feb. 24 by Chas. Wichmann, an em- 
ploye of THe JEWELERS’ CirCULAR-WEEKLY. 
A number of these bracelets had been as- 
sayed by the United States Assay Office, 
and their actual quality shown to vary from 
about 6 to 11 karats fine, though all were 
stamped 14k. As Mr. Terrace claimed his 
wife was not involved in the proceedings 
and he was simply doing business in her 
name, the proceedings were dismissed 
against her and Terrace and his brother-in- 
law were held for the Court of Special Ses- 
sions in $200 bail each, which was fur- 
nished. 

The case was first set down for June 22, 
but the defendants failed to appear, their at- 
torney claiming that no proper summons 
had been served on them and their bonds- 
men. The case was finally set down for 
trial Wednesday last, and the Court of 
Special Sessions cleared the calendar for 
the rest of the day in order that it could 
give its entire attention to this proceeding. 
The prosecution was in charge of Assistant 
District-Attorney Lloyd Paul Stryker, and 
the case for the complainant was worked up 
by Lorlvs Elton Rogers, who acted as coun- 
sel for the Stamping Law Committee through 
the proceedings and in the magistrate’s court. 
In addition, Eugene Philbin, former D’s- 
trict-Attorney and now counsel for the 
Tewelers Board of Trade, was in court and 
sat with Mr. Stryker, as the Good and 
Welfare Commi‘tee of the Jewelers Board 
of Trade is making an investigation of the 
violations of the gold law and intends to 
cupplement the proceedings of the Stamping 
Law Committee and THe JEWeEcers’ Crrcu- 
LAR-WEEKLY, by bringing proceedings of its 
own in the future. The defense was repre- 
sented by Aaron J. Levy. 

The first witness called was Chas. G. 
Wichmann, who testified that he was em-

Terrace had asked to jook at 
some bracelets. Mr. Cohen took 
bracelets from a case and Wichmann picked

Mr, Wichmann 
had purchased these articles from the de- 
fendant as a dealer, presenting a card to 
that effect. To Mr, Levy’s question he 
told of certain other firms from whom he 
had bought goods to sell to others. Mr. 
Levy quickly ceased his cross-examination 
of the w-tness, and the complainant, T. Ed- 
gar Willson, was called to the stand. 

Mr, Willson testified that he was the 
editor of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEK- 
Ly, and that the goods purchased by Mr. 
Wichmann had been bought at his instiga- 
tion; that he had met Messrs. Wichmann 
and Clark at the assay office with the arti- 
cles, and had taken the bracelets into the 
gold assayers’ room, He delivered to Mr. 
Sylvester, in charge of the room, and to 
his assistant, Mr. Murray, two whole brate- 
lets and three half bracelets, retaining the 
others after the assaver had marked them. 
Later he delivered another half bracelet at 
the assay office at their request, and still 
later, on June 22 (the day the case was 
first expected to be tried), he had gone to 
the assay office with Ass’stant District At- 
torney Stryker and delivered to Mr. Mur- 
ray two more bracelets to be assayed. 

During the examinations of Mr. Wich- 
mann and Mr. Willson, parts of the brace- 
lets that had been assayed were introduced 
into evidence; these showed the clasps to be 
marked “C.14K T,” which is the trade 
mark and qual'ty mark used by the house 
of C. Terrace. 

To District Attorney 
the witness Willson testified that the parts 
of the bracelets that had not been assayed 
had been in his possession from the time

were brought into court. The cross-exami- 
nat.on was very short, 

Mr. Murray, employed in the United 
States Assay Office, was then sworn, and 

answer to Mr. Stryker’s question, testi- 
fied as to the capacity in which he was em- 
ployed by the government, and stated that 
he had personally made the assay of two 
bracelets submitted to him June 22. Mr. 
Levy objected to all testimony on this 
po nt, inasmuch as this assay had been made 
after the information against the defend- 
ints (on which they were being tried) had 
been filed, practically taking the ground that 
the crime had not been committed until 
after the assay had been made. The judges 
overruled all the objections, and Mr. Mur- 
ray proceeded to testify of what he had 
done to determine the value. 

The witness referred to his work to de- 
termine the quality of actual gold used in 
the bracelets, and this he found to be slight- 
y over 11 karats; this did not include the 
solder with which the interiors of the 
rracelets were filled. . 

The defendants’ lawyer contended that 
Mr. Terrace had not been implicated by the 
evidence of the prosecution, and Mr. Stry- 
ker called the lessee of the building to 
show that Terrace was really the proprietor 
of the business, but the lessee’s testimony 
was unimportant. Mr. Rogers, attorney for 
the Stamping Law Committee, was put on 
the stand to testify that Terrace had ad- 
mitted to him that he was the owner of 
the business and did business in his wife’s 
name, at the time he asked that the pro- 
eedings against his wife, in the Essex Mar 
ket Court, be discontinued. 

The defendants’ counsel then made the 
usual motions to dismiss the proceedings 
on techn‘cal grounds, and when they were 
denied put Messrs, Terrace and Cohen on 
the stand, these being his only witnesses. 

Mr. Terrace testified that the business 
vas owned by his wife, Celia Terrace; that 
he was only employed as manager; that he 
knew nothing about making of articles and 
had no knowledge as to the quality of the 
gold that went into them. He testified that 
Cohen was a salesman of the concern, em- 
ployed for $25 per week, but that nejther 
he nor ‘Mr. Cohen had anything to do w:th 
the manufacturing of the goods. 

Cohen’s testimony was to the same ef- 
fect: that the business was owned by his 
sister; that he had no reason to know that 
the articles were not 14 karat fine when he 
told Mr. Wichmann that they were all of 
14 karat. 

There was no effort on the part of the 
defendants to deny the spurious quality of 
the articles or to excuse the act, the de- 
fence relying entirely on technicalities of 
the law and the claim that the parties ar- 
rested were without knowledge of the fact 
that the law was being violated. However, 
as the three magistrates, Judges Moss, Zel- 
ler and Hoyt, seemed convinced that a vio- 
lation of the law had taken place, the Dis- 
trict Attorney dd not put on in rebuttal the 
long string of witnesses that he had in 
the courtroom, which included workmen 
employed by the defendants and customers 
with whom they dealt. 

The only point at issue with the justices 
was whether or not, if Cohen was only a 


salesman, he could be held Lable for the 
quality of the goods which he sold, Justice 
Zeller expressing the opinion that such a 
princ-_ple might involve innocent people. 
The question of the law on this point was 
argued by Assistait Dastrict Attorney Stryk- 
er, who quoted many decisions’ of the 
Court of Appeals upon the question of 
guilty knowledge of the defendant, and the 
judges finally convicted both defendants, 
unan.mously convicting Terrace and con- 
victing Cohen by a vote of two to one. 

Justice Zeller said that while he was in 
doubt as to the principle of the liability of 
the salesman under the law, there was no 
excuse for the manufacturer of spurious 
goods, and from the bench he scored those 
manufacturers who swindle the public by 
stamping goods which are not up to the 
quality mark upon them. 

The court then decided upon the punish- 
ment and sentenced Mr. Terrace to pay a 
fine of $250 or go to the penitentiary for 
60 days. As to the salesman, Cohen, it was 
decided to give him the benefit of the 
doubt, and sentence was suspended, but 
in doing this, Justice Hoyt called Mr. 
Cohen’s attention to the fact the sentence 
was hang-ng over him, and if the court 
ever heard of him being mixed up in an- 
other transaction of this kind that sentence 
would be imposed. 

After legal formalities had been gone 
through with, Terrace paid the fine and he 
and Cohen departed. Mr. Levy, their at- 
torney, intimated that the case would be 
fought and that appeal would be taken He 
later said that an appeal was certain. 

It was evident from the attitude of the 
three judges that they had no sympathy 
whatsoever with the swindler who violates 
the gold stamping law, and that their len- 
iency in this case was due to the fact that 
it was the first proceeding of the kind that 
had been brought before the court. 

The courtroom was crowded throughout 
the proceedings, among those present being 
Messrs. R. W. Adams and Henry Blank, of 
the Good and Welfare Committee of the 
Jewelers Board of Trade, which has charge 
of the investigation of violations of stamp- 
ing law; Secretary Stone, of the Board of 
Trade; Eugene Philbin, counsel for the 
Board of Trade, and Jos. Cohen, and many 
others, including, as before noted, a large 
delegation of East side retailers, jobbers, 
manufacturers and workmen. 

The law upon which the prosecution was 
based reads as follows: 

Sec. 431. Marxtne Articres or Gorp.—Any 
person, firm, corporation or association wuo or 
which makes or sell or offers to sell or dispose 
of or has in his or its possession with intent 
to sell or dispose of, any article of merchan- 
dise, constructed in whole or in part of gold 
or of any alloy of gold and having sta7 ped, 
branded, engraved or imprinted thereon any mark 
indicating or designed or intended to indicate that 
the gold or alloy of gold in such article is of a 
greater degree or karat of fineness by more than 
one karat than the actual quality or fineness of 
such gold or alloy, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

It will be seen from this that the act ap- 
plies to the maker, seller or even possessor 
of gold articles falsely branded as to qual- 
ity, and every jeweler carrying such articles 
for sale is liable to prosecution, whether or 
not he had any special knowledge as to the 
quality or whether or not he made any rep- 
resentation as to it in his sale. 
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Two More Prosecutions Under Gold 
Law Begun Against Retail Jewelers. 
On the complaint of Boris Kleban, a tailor 

and his wife, Fannie, living at 1721 Bath- 

gate Ave., in the Bronx, New York, two 

East side jewelers were called before Mag- 

istrate Kernochan, in the Essex Market 

Court, last Thursday, to answer a complaint 

of violating Section 431 of the New York 

Penal Law, which is known as the New 

York State Gold Stamping Law as applied 

to jewelry. Isidore Koppelman, 106 De- 

lancy St., and H. Sokolowsky, 150 Norfolk 

St, are the two jewelers named as de- 

fendants. They were paroled in the cus- 

tody of their attorneys until to-day, when 
the proceedings will be continued. 

Mrs. Kleban appears as the complainant 
against H. Sokolowsky, and in her affidavit 
she states that on July 21 she bought a 
bracelet from the jeweler for $8.19, which, 
it is claimed, was marked as 14 karat fine. 
The assay tests at the United States Assay 
Office showed that it fell several karats be- 
low the marked quality, and the value of 
the gold was $3.21, according to her state- 
ment. The pieces of the bracelet, together 
with the assay report, were submitted to 
the court. The complaint asks that the 
jeweler be dealt with according to law. 

3oris Kleban, who signed the complaint 
against Isidore Koppelman, the other jew- 
eler, states that he pa'd $7.83 for the brace- 
let he purchased, and that he tested it and 
found that it was lighter by more than one 
karat of the weight it should show. He 
produced the bracelet and showed a mark 
on it indicating that it was 14 karat fine. 

Detective Gleason, who has the cases in 
hand, said that Mr. Boris made a com- 
plaint to the police that he had been de- 
frauded. 

The two defendants are Russians. Mr. 
Sokolowsky said he is a jeweler and Mr. 
Koppelman gave his business as a watch- 
maker. They both pleaded not guilty. 

Isaac Ste:nhaus, an attorney who ap- 
peared for Mr. Sokolowsky, explained to 
the magistrate that the defendants are not 
manufacturers of jewelry, but buy goods 
from others. He asked for an adjourn- 
ment until to-day, which was granted. 

A representative of the office of Aaron J. 
Levy appeared for Mr. Koppelman.

He has a 
large number of committeemen to appoint 
and he place committeemen 
where they will be of the greatest service 
im carrying on the work of the association. 

The members of the Jewelers’ 24 Karat 
Club of Pittsburg, of which Mr. Roberts 
is the president, feel highly honored that 
a Pittsburger should be selected to head 
the organization. Mr. Roberts two years 
ago succeeded in doing what it was pre- 
dicted never could be done—i. e., form an 
organization of the jewelers of this city, 
having friendship and good-fellowship for 
its watchwords. But Mr. Roberts accom- 
plished it in no time, in spite of all state- 
ments that it could not be done. If he can 
enlist the prominent retail jewelers of the 
east into the work of the national associa- 
tion, his friends say here he will have ac- 
complished a great work, and they believe 
that he is equal to the task.

their home at Cowesett, yesterday after- 
noon. Ihe fatality was one of the most 
distressing of any that has occurred in this 
State in many years, and the entire village 
wherein the Straight home is located, has 
been plunged into mourning. Mr. and Mrs. 
Straight, though prostrated by the blow, 
are bearing up under the ordeal with com- 

mendable fortitude. 

[he accident occurred about half a mile 
t of the Cowesett station, which is about 
miles south of this city. Robert, Irving 
and John A., Jr., sons of Mr. Straight, 
whose ages were 14, 11 and 5, respectively, 
were struck and instantly killed when they 
stepped from behind a passing freight train 
directly in the path of the Portland ex- 
press, which was going at the rate of fully 
60 miles an hour. Herbert Straight, 9 years 
of age, was slightly injured about the 
arms and chest, and Irving wood, a com- 
panion of the lads, escaped uninjured, 

Ihe five had spent part of the day fishing 
near Arnold’s Platt, and were crossing the 
railroad tracks on their return home. The 
three dead boys were ahead, followed by their 
brother Herbert and the Wood boy. Pass- 
ing behind the freight the latter saw the 
express train bearing down upon them and 
shouted to his companions, jumping down 
the embankment to save himself. Herbert 
Straight succeeded in stepping back, but the 
other three boys were struck by the rapidly 
moving train. John was hurled in the air 
and tossed down the embankment; the body 
of Irving was mangled beneath the engine 
and strewn along the track, while Robert 
was carried on the point of the cowcatcher 
of the engine about a quarter of a mile 
lown the track, being torn and mangled 
terribly. 

As soon as the express could be brought 
to a standstill Engineer Roberts and Con- 
ductor O. A. Smith hastened to the station 
and summoned physicians. Herbert was 
taken to the station, where it was found 
that he was hurt about the arms and chest, 
both arms being severely scraped, but no 
ones broken. The young boy, himself suf- 
fering a great deal, was comparatively cool 
after the terrible tragedy which he had so 

cently witnessed, and when his mother 
irrived at the station a few minutes later, 
summoned by a small boy, who said Her- 
bert was hurt, broke the news to her 
gently. 

Not complaining of his own injuries, the 
sole remaining son of the Straights told 
his mother briefly that his three brothers 
had been killed by the train. At first the 
mother was stunned, but recovering her 
composure in part she hastened out to the 
railroad. Friends who had assembled, how- 
ever, kept her from viewing the bodies and 
assisted her to her home. The injured boy 
was also taken home to be cared for, Mrs. 
Straight refusing to allow him to be sent 
to a hospital. 

Word was sent to Mr. Straight that an 
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accident had happened to one of his boys 
and he went at once to his home in an auto- 
mobile. At first the father of the boys 
started for the train, but had only gone part 
way when he was overtaken by his partner, 
Mr. Conley, who had in the meanwhile 
learned the extent of the tragedy, and hur- 
ried to his home in the auto. 

Among the manufacturing jewelers 
throughout New England Mr. Straight is 
well known, having for many years been 
connected with the refining concern of Hor- 
ace Remington & Son. A few years ago he 
went into partnership with Mr. Conley, and 
at that time was a resident of Wickford. 
Last December he purchased a fine resi- 
dence on Crompton Road, in Cowesett, 
overlooking the railroad tracks in plain 
sight of the peint at which yesterday after- 
noon’s accident happened, 

Provivence, R. I., Aug. 13—The funeral 
of the three young sons of John A. Straight 
was held this afternoon at the home of the 
parents. The service was conducted by Rev. 
Francis M. Mitchell, of Wickford, pastor of 
the Baptist church where the three boys had 
attended before removing to Cowesett. The 
floral tributes were unusually numerous. 
\mong the large number of mourners pres- 
ent were the employes of Conley & 
Straight, and among the many floral pieces 
was an immense gates ajar surmounted by 
three white doves, sent by the emp!oyes of 
the firm. The interment was at East Prov- 
idence Cemetery. 

Herbert, the only surviving son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Straight, who was in the ac- 
cident, is rapidly recover.ng from the in- 
juries received when his brothers were 
killed. 


Girl Faints When Fined for Stealing 
Jewelry from Providence Firm by 
Which She Was Employed. 

ProvipENCcE, R. I., Aug. 11.—Florence B. 
Reade, an attractive looking girl, well 
gowned, fell in a dead faint in the Sixth 
District Court yesterday morning when 
Judge Howard Gorham fined her $50 and 
costs on a charge of stealing jewelry valued 
at $48 from the manufacturing jewelry es- 
tablishment of the S. & B. Lederer Co., on 
Stewart St. She fell into the arms of one 
of the deputy sheriffs, who picked her up 
and carried her into the cell room, where 
she revived after a lapse of a few minutes. 

Sheriff James and others in the court 
room noticed the girl grow pale as the war- 
rant upon which she was arrested was being 
read to her. She clutched the brass rail in 
front of the judge’s desk convulsively and 
leaned against it for support. When it came 
time for her to plead she was barely able 
to stand, and answered in a voice so weak 
that Judge Gorham could barely hear it. 

Chief Inspector Constance Horton told 
the court that the young woman had charge 
of the stock room in the Lederer establish- 
ment, and that she had been employed by 
the firm for 10 years or more. Her mother 
is on the way to Europe now, and the 
young woman told the chief that her mother 
had about $16 worth of goods with her. 


‘These were not contained in the warrant. 


Mr. Lederer, of the firm, told the court that 
he put the woman in charge of the stock 
room, and told her to take good care of the 










goods, as considerable stuff had been 
missed. 

The warrant upon which Miss Reade was 
arraigned charged her with the larceny of 
29 beauty pins, 15 collar buttons, six stock 
pins, four belt pins, one ring, five lockeis, 
three ribbon fobs, eight bracelets, six hat

Caresr of the Late Ephraim Cook. 

lreENtON, N. J., Aug. 12.—The funeral 
of the late Capt. Ephraim Cook, a_ brief 
mention of whose death appeared in the 
last issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, was held Tuesday morning at 11 
o'clock and the interment was at Riverview 
Cemetery. 

Captain Cook, who was 79 years old, was 
the senior member of the jewelry firm of 
Cook & Jacques and had conducted a busi 
ness for nearly half a century. In 186]

Captain Cook was born in 1831, in this 
city, where he spent his boyhood days. He 
moved with his parents to Alientown, and

\cademy, and later attended the 
renceville school, where he took a classical 
and commercial course and graduated in 
Js48. He became an apprentice of Rudolph 
Peussen, a watchmaker on E. State St., 
from whom he learned his trade. 

Captain Cook started in business for him- 
self in 1852 and first located in the City

Hall. Afterward he moved to a store on 
E. State St., opposite the present location 
»§ Cook & Jacques. His health faiied him 
and he was obliged to change his occupa- 
tion. He went into the flour and feed 
business in South Trenton, which he con- 
tinved for about three years, and then re- 
sumed the watchmaking business, opening 
a store on S. Warren St. In 1868 he took 
possession of the store now occupied by 
Cook & Jacques, Samuel R. Jacques becom- 
ing a partner with Mr. Cook in 1871. 

Captain Cook for years had been supply- 
ing clocks for the United Railroads of New 
Jersey and to other branches of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. He supervised the erec- 
tion of clocks in the Broad street station 
in Philadelphia, and also put up a number 
of the clocks in the ferry houses and rail- 
road stations in New York. He was trus- 
tee of the Fourth Presbyterian Church and 
a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Children’s Home; a member of the local 
Society for Prevention of Crveltv to Ani- 
mals and of the National Anti-Vivisection 
Society, and also a member of the Trenton 
Lodge No. 5, F. & A. M.

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Thieves Bind and Gag Elderly Clerk in 
Los Angeles Jewelry Store and 
Loot Shop—Suspect Arrested. 


Los ANGELEs, Cal., Aug. 10.—K, I. Pearl- 
son, a clerk in a jewelry and loan estab- 
lishment, 404 N. Main St., was overpowered, 
gagged and bound and the place looted 
ear.y one morning a few days ago. Pearl- 
son, an elderly man, is the father-in-law of 
\. I. Shapiro, proprietor of the store. 

Pearlson had just opened the store and 
He had opened the safe and 
was taking goods from it when two young 
men entered, one, he thought, a little over 
25 years old and the other hardly 20. They 
asked him if the proprietor was in. Pearl- 
son replied that he was not, but that if they 
wished anything he could wait on them. 

\bout 25 feet from the front door, where 
the men stood, is a cabinet and near this 
is the safe. To a person standing in the 
doorway the safe and the cabinet shut off 
the view of about one-third of the room. 
Pearlson was followed to this part of the 
room, when he was suddenly seized, gagged 
and tied with a rope. The thieves then 
searched his pockets and obtained a watch, a

fob with a diamond setting and about $65 
in cash, the personal loss to Pearlson he- 
ing about $250, according to Shapiro’s esti- 
mate 

The thieves then seized a suitcase, re- 
moved their hats and went through the safe 
and showcases, four trays of 
watches and a quantity of jewelry, which, 
Shapiro says, was the most valuable in the 
store The cheaper jewelry was not mo- 
lested. After gathering the loot the rob-: 
bers went out of the front door and closed 
it behind them. 

Pearlson was discovered soon after by a 
man from a nearby store and the police 
were summoned. Pearlson described the 
older man as being about 5 feet 10 inches 
in height and broad-shouldered. He was 
dressed in dark clothes and wore a dark 
hat. The other, he said, was about 5 feet 
5 inches and slender. He was also dressed 
in dark clothes. 

The greater portion of the loot consisted 
of about 90 watches, including American 
and Swiss makes. A list of the numbers 
of many of the watches was given to the 
police, and the authorities in nearby cities 
were notified to be on the lookout.

Another suit has been instituted in the 
New York Supreme Court in which the 
bankrupt corporation, S. F. Meyers Co., 
asks that A. W. Tuttle be enjoined from 
doing business under its name.

Ansorge, who was counsel to the trustee, 
states that the trustee had the right to sell 
the name of S. F. Myers Co. to Tuttle.

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Kecks Abandon Appeal from Court’s 
Decision on Keck & Duhme Bank- 
ruptcy Case and Litigation Is 
Settilea. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 12.—A stipulation 
of dismissal of the appeal of the Herman 
Keck Mfg. Co. bankruptcy case was filed 
in the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday afternoon by Attorney 
Jonas B. Frenkel, representing the credi- 
tors. It was signed by Mr. Frenkel and 
the attorneys for the company, Hoffman, 
30de & LeBlond and C, W. Baker. This 
means that the decision of the United States 
District Court, rendered some weeks ago, 
will not be fought in the upper court, as 
was intended, and the trustee in bank- 
rutpcy, R. De V. Carroll, will marshal the 
claims of the creditors and distribute the 
money in his hands, some $60,000, among 
the creditors in the form of dividends. 

Whether any action will be taken in re- 
gard to charges of fraud made by creditors 
remains to be seen. 

The suit against the Keck company was 
filed by creditors about February a year 
ago, asking that the company be declared 
bankrupt, and alleging that it was insolvent 
and unable to pay its debts. It was al- 
leged that the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. and 
the Duhme Jewelry Co. were in effect one 
concern and that both should be declared 
bankrupt and the assets of both go to all 
creditors. This was denied by the Kecks 
as stockholders in the Duhme concern, but 
after numerous hearings the case was de- 
cided against the company. 

After the decision the company sought 
to have the costs of appeal paid out of funds 
in the hands of the receiver, but the court 
refused to allow this, and the company 
finally filed the appeal about one minute be- 
fore the expiration of the time limit. The 
costs of the appeal must be paid by the 
company, 

By the agreement reached between coun- 
sel for all interests the decision of the lower 
court are accepted without further opposi- 
tion, but the stipulations are made for certain 
claims to be allowed in the general settle- 
ment without demur, among them being the 
claim of Judge Bode for legal services 
amounting to $7,000, the claims of the 
Keck sisters to certain dividends amounting 
to a few hundred dollars and some others 
of minor importance. 

The huge cost of taking the case through 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals is said to have helped in bringing on 
the agreement. The creditors, however, 
were weary of the long fight and disap- 
pointed in the results from the recent sale, 
which did not bring prices expected. 

All now remaining is to adjust the claims 
of the different creditors. This is going 
on before Referee Greve. ;

“There is another important advantage 
hich accrues to the man who buys lightly 





and carefully. If he wants to se’l out at 
any time he can dispose of his stock for 
‘> per cent. of what he paid for it, and 
if he is in a good country at 100 per cent.; 
sometimes he even gets a premium. On 
the other hand, the man who overbuys is 
never able to get over 75 per cent. on the 
value of his stock, 

“The blame for the present harmful sys- 
tem lies almost wholly with the jobbers 
who inaugurated the system of long-time 
credits, and have been gradually driving 
the wedge in deeper and deeper in their 


anxiety to secure business. They have 
been too easy-going to sit down and figure 


out that only a certain portion of their 
goods could be sold in the State each year. 
The result is that country retailers are 
riding about in automobiles and buying 
gasoline on the jobbers’ money, while th 
jobbers are patronizing street cars. 

“The tightening up of credits will hav« 
a generally beneficial effect. It will tend to 
weed out the dishonest dealer, of whom 
there are some in the jewelry business as 
there are in all lines, but it will also be the 
salvation of the honest, hard-working man 
who has been laboring for years to build 
up his business. Under the present long- 
time credit system a new man starts in 
business across the street from the old- 
time, reliable store. He is inexperienced 
or careless and overloads. Then in order 
to get rid of Hs goods he slaughters 
prices. Thus he draws down in his own 
ruin his conservative, careful competitor 
across the street, and the jobber who en- 
ables him to do this does not see that for 
the sake of selling one or two large bills 
he has ruined and lost a regular customer. 

“Business failures in all lines are due to 
the following causes: First, overbuying; 
second, lack of capital; third, incompetence. 
Overbuying is the largest factor, and in 
the jewelry business that is largely due to 
the long-time credit system now in vogue.” 


LovIsvILLE, Ky., Aug. 15.—The body of 
Jacob Brunn, a well-known Louisville jew- 
e‘er, was found by an automobile party 
upon a bench in Iroquois Park recently. 
Beside the body of Mr. Brunn was found 
a cup of water, and it is supposed that Mr. 
3runn was taken suddenly ill and that he 
started to drink the water, which was pro- 
cured from a nearby water barrel, when he 
expired. He had been in poor health for 
some time and his death is attributed to 
Bright’s disease, although his demise had 
been expected for some time as the result 
of a fall he sustained about six weeks ago 
at his home, 1434 S. Brook St.

brceker, but went into the jewelry trade 
about 1898. Though not successful in busi- 
ness, he was well known and liked in Louis- 
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ville, belonging to a number of fraternal 
organizations in this city, among which he 
had many friends.

He escaped, in company with James Cor- 
nell, from the Hartford, Conn., county jail 
Monday evening, Aug. &, between 1!) and 
11 o'clock, and a reward of $1,000 is offered 
by Edwards W. Dewey, sheriff of Hartford 

County, Conn., for his arrest. 

Sheedy had been sentenced from two to

for burglary and was awaiting transfer to 
that institution when he succeeded in filing 
the bars of the prison and making his 
escape. 

The fugitive was arrested in September, 
1909, by Pinkerton detectives working in

burglar tools in his possession and for rob- 


bing a store. When arrested Sheedy and a 
companion were planning the robbery of a 
jewelry store. When Sheedy was arraigned 
on the charges inspectors of the police de- 
partment in Boston and Hartford were 
there with witnesses to identify both men. 

The escaped criminal is described as being 
17 years old, 5 feet 7% inches high, weigh- 
ing 167 pounds. His nose is slightiy con- 
caved. He has mixed gray hair and a 
shaggy mustache, smallpox pits on his face 
and a scar % inch long on his little finger.

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Consul’s Report on Swiss Watch 
Trade Says Hand Work is About 
to Give Away to Machinery. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—Consul- 
General Robert E, Mansfield, of Zurich, in 
his annual report for 1909, reviews the 
watch industry of Switzerland, as follows 

The Swiss watch industry suffered se- 
verely from the depression which prevailed 
throughout the Confederation during 190% 
and the first half of 1909. The effect was 
most serious in Neuchatel and Chau-de- 
Fonds districts, where the chief occupation 
is manufacturing watches, and where much 
f the work is done by hand 

It is due to the work of the 
of the rural districts in French Switzerland, 
the cantons of Neuchatel, Vaud, 
and the Bernese Jura, where the manufac 
ture of watches furnishes the principal 
dustry and support of the people, that s 
progress has been made and Swiss 
manufacturers have been able to compet: 
successfully in the foreign markets, and 

with American-made watches, 
wing to better mechanical 
esses in their construction, threatened at 
one time to supplant Swiss watches in the 
markets of Europe. 

The value of watches exported from 
Switzerland in 1905 was, in round numbers, 
$25,000,000; in 1906, $29,000,000: and the 
same in 1907. The effect of the industrial 
depression of 1908 is shown in the export 
figures, which were $24,954,240, a decrease 
of over $3,000,000 as compared with the 
previous year. The export values for 1909 
were $24,313,205. The situation resulting 
from the depression, which continued until 
the middle of the vear 1909, was aggra- 
vated by the fact that the greater part of 
the manufacturers enlarged and increased 
the capacity of their establishments during 
the prosperous years of 1906-7, in order to

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New Ruling by Treasury Department as 
to Duty on Articles That Have 
Been Repaired or Altered Abroad. 

In reply to a request by Collector Loeb 
of the Port of New York, a decision was 
issued last week by Secretary of the Treas 
ury MacVeagh in which it is held that 
people taking jewelry abroad and there hav- 
ing it altered or repaired may bring it into 
this country again under the new tariff law 
by paying duty only on the repairs or 
alterations. The letter of Secretary Mac- 
Veagh on the matter is as follows: 

Aug. 12, 1910. 
Collector of Customs: 

The department duly received your letter of 
I«ne 28 last, relative to the assessment of duty 
tpon wearing apparel and other personal effects 
taken abroad by residents of the United States and 
repaired or altered while abroad. 

Par. 709 of the existing tariff act provides in 
part that: “In case of residents of the United 
States returning from abroad, all wearing apparel 
and other personal effects taken by them out of the 
United States to foreign countries shall be ad 
mitted free of duty without regard to their value 
upon their identity being established, under appro- 
priate rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The only condition of limitation placed by the 
statute cited upon the free entry of such wearing 
apparel or other personal effects is that its iden 
ity shall be established. Upon the identitv of w 
ing apparel and other personal effects which have 
been altered or repaired abroad, being established 
to the satisfaction of the collector or his repre 
sentative on the pier as articles taken abroad as 
baggage by residents of the United States, duties 
shall be assessed upon the value of such repairs 
or alterations only, upon the production of satis 
factory evidence of the character thereof. 

Such articles, with the cost of repairs or alter- 
ations must be specifically mentioned in the passen- 
ger’s declaration, and persons having bills for the 
cost of such repairs or alterations will be required

Death of Samuel Heyman.

Court Sustains Demurrers to Two of 
the Indictments Against the 
Shreve Brothers. 

Montcomery, Ala., Aug. 10.—Judge Jones, 
in the United States Circuit Court of this 
‘itv, yesterday sustained two of the de- 
murrers filed for the Shreve brothers to 
seven indictments found against them by the 
Federal grand jury last month, upon the 
-omplaints of the Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
ind other creditors. The demurrers’ sus- 
tained relate to particular charges in the in- 
dictments and were based on the fact that 
the indictments charged the Shreve brothers 
with conspiracy to conceal the assets of the 
Union Mercantile Co., Andalusia, and the 
City Jewelry Co., of this city, but that they 
lid not sufficiently show that the two cor- 
porations were parties to the conspiracy, or 
that the corporations concealed their own 

Counsel for the Shreves are at work to 
prepare motions to quash other indictments 
returned again¢< them by the grand jury, 
but the United States District Attorney, 
who is in charge of the Shreve prosecution, 
said that he was not at all disturbed over 
the recent action of the court, as this was 
based on a technicality that could easily be 

rrected. He said he was now preparing 


} 
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jury, which had not adjourned after its last 
session, but was ordered to report for serv- 
ice at the Federal building this week on 
the chance that its services would be needed. 


Montcomery, Ala., Aug. 15.—The tech- 
nical victory of the Shreves in getting two 
indictments dismissed on demurrer is in no 
way worrying the prosecution, as the set 
back was not only technical, but temporary. 
Gustave T. Mertins, counsel for the Jew- 
elers Board of Trade, which is behind the 
prosecution, said to-day: 

“There were seven indictments returned 
by the Grand Jury; two of these were held 
valid and two were found to be faulty in a 
minor particular. As the Grand Jury was 
in session that body promptly returned two 
new indictments, which had been corrected 
to meet the objections. I am satisfied the 
court will hold these good. The three other 
indictments against the Shreves will be 
passed upon Aug. 27 by the court.” 








Disastrous Fire Sweeps Grounds of the 
Brussels Exposition, Destroying 
Buildings and Exhibits. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of art treasures and jewelry were lost in 
the fire which swept the Belgian Exposition 
grounds at Brussels, Sunday. The loss is 
estimated at from $100,000,000 to $200,000,- 
(4M) in reports received in New York. The fire 
was started by a short circuit in the wires in 
the telegraph building. The flames were 
finally gotten under control. The Belgian 
and English sections are in ruins, while all 
the other sections, including the American, 
were partly destroyed, 

Bands of thieves engaged in pillage, and 
a soldier was stabbed while attempting to 
arrest three men whom he found rifling a 
jewelry exhibit. 

Many jewel exhibitors were uninsured 
and will suffer heavily. In the French art 
section the priceless Gobelins, paintings and 
sculpture were ruined, as were the rich 
treasures in the English, Belgian, Persian 
and Turkish section.

therefore be impossible to confer medals 
and diplomas.

WEEKLY and _ the 
United States Stamping Law Committee 
the first convictions under the New York 
State Gold Law (known as Sec, 431 of the 
Penal Law) was obtained in the Court of 
Special Sessions of Manhattan, Wednes- 
day last, one defendant being sentenced to 
serve 60 days in prison or pay a $280 fine, 
and the other havng sentence suspended 
upon him. The mildness of the punishment 
was due to the fact that this was the first 
prosecution of the kind that had come up 
under this particular statute, but the warn- 
ing having now been given to the offenders 
that the statute is there and will be en- 
forced, there is little doubt that future 
offenders will be vigorously dealt with. 

The case, which is reported in full in 
another column of this issue, was an im- 
portant one, not only to the jewelers of 
New York, but to the trade at large be- 
cause it served to show that the statutes of 
this kind are not upon the books purely 
for ornament, but can be and will be en- 
forced. This fact being established a de 
termined effort will now be made to have 
every State which has not yet passed a 
law regulating the marking of gold and 
silver do so at the earliest possible moment, 
that the honest jeweler and manufacturer 
may have proper protection as against un- 
scrupulous competitors. 

Acting on many complaints received from 
jewelers that the law was systematically 
violated in some quarters, the editor of 
this journal in that capacity and as secre- 
tary of the Stamping Law Committee, made 
an investigation and discovered that the 
complaints were fully justified by the facts. 
Because a police court prosecution between 
two business rivals had been thrown out of 
court many people had begun to feel that 
the law could be transgressed with impunity 
and soon violations became the rule, 

Many chains, bracelets, rings and other 
articles were bought from various sources, 
the assay showing that though stamped 14- 
karat, their quality ran from four to 12- 
karat fine, the swindling manufacturers not 
only using a low karat gold, but also in- 
serting quantities of solder and base metal 
wherever this could be concealed. In the 
case picked out for a test, nine bracelets 
bought from a Grand St. manufacturer, 
though sold by the pennyweight, assayed 
from six to 10 karats fine, the walue of 
the highest quality ‘of gold used in them 
being something over 11 karats. A strenu 
ous fight was made both in the Police Court 
and in the Court of Special Sessions to free 
the manufacturer and his salesman who sold 


the goods, but they were finally held, tried . 


and convicted, after availing themselves of 
every technicality that the law permitted. 
In this fight on behalf of honest business 
methods THe JEWELERS’ CrirCULAR-WEEKLY 
and the Stamping Law Committee have 
had the good will and co-operation of prac- 
tically the entire trade, as evidenced by the 
letters of appreciation and offers of co- 
operation received from all sources. It is 
gratifying to feel that the first case has 
turned out successfully so far, though some 
of the questions at issue may still come up 
before the higher courts on appeal. But 
credit for the convictions should be give: 
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to the assistance of several prominent firms 
in the trade, to the attorney who had charge 
of the case, to the committee and to Assist? 
ant District-Attorney Stryker, who was 
most enthusiastic and untiring in his 
preparation of the prosecution. Other cases 
are now pending in the courts, and the 
Good and Welfare Committee of the Jew- 
elers Board of Trade, under the direction 
of ex-District-Attorney Philbin, are gath- 
ering evidence and preparing cases for fur- 
ther prosecution. 

Altogether the attitude of the court, the 
District-Attorney and the trade in general 
upon this subject bodes ill for the manu- 
facturer and dealer in New York who in 
the future will attempt to run contrary to 
the law in respect to the marking of 
jewelry

decision and injunction rendered by 
the United States Circuit Court of Bos- 
ton in the case brought by the Waltham 
Watch Co. against Charles A. Keene of 
New York, a jeweler whose advertising of 
watches and other articles at “cut” prices 
has had for a long time a demoralizing 
effect on the jewelry trade of the East. 
Ihe decision which granted a preliminary 
injunction to the Waltham Watch Co., 
while but a temporary victory and not a 
final disposition of the case, is one of the 
most important that has been handed down 
in recent years on the question of the pro- 
tected selling price, and the injunction 
which accompanied it one of the broadest 
ever issued against a price cutter. 

The decision, which we published prac- 
tically in full, and the sweeping injunction 
which followed it, served to emphasize the 
point often made in these columns to the 
effect that a protected price contract on a 
patented article is practically unassailable 
in law, provided the contract price was 
made a part and parcel of the license grant- 
ed by the patentee to sell that for which 
the government had given him an ex- 
clusive monopoly and the ordinary laws 
against monopoly can in no way be invoked 
as against the right of such patentee 

In this instance the’ court has gone fur- 
ther than to restrain the defendant from 
violating the price contract in that it has 
forbidden him from purchasing or attempt- 
ing to purchase watch movements manu- 
factured by the plaintiffs in this case from 
any persons or corporation between whom 
and the plaintiff there are in force con- 
tracts regulating the terms upon which such

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movements may be sold. It has forbidden 
him from advertising or selling any of the 
plaintiff's ‘watches knowingly purchased 
from such firms, individuals or corporations 
in violation of the terms of their contracts, 
at prices lower than the prices fixed by the 
company, and finally it is forbidden him 
from knowingly soliciting or inducing any 
persons or corporations under contract with 
the watch company to sell him movements 
at prices lower than that fixed by the con- 
tract. 

One feature of the decision rendered by 
the court in this action refers to an almost 
similar protection afforded to those holding 
a copyright, which, while not so effective 
as in a patented line, is practically along 
the same line. 

fhe case as a whole is an important 
one to the jewelry trade, not only through 
the particular issues that will be decided 
therein, but especially as to the principles 
involved, as i: may, better than any other 
litigation that has come up in the trade 
in the past, clearly determine how far and 
in what way a manufacturer can protect 
his trade in the enforcement of price con- 
tracts and exactly how broad or how lim- 
ited is the relief which the court will af- 
ford him when he bases such price con- 
tracts upon his rights under a patent

464 of the 
same act. The question came up on the 
protest of E. P. Stahel & Co. against the 
assessment of duty by the Collector of the 
Port of New York. General Appraiser 
Sharretts, who wrote the decision for the 
Board, held that the merchandise in ques- 
tion consists of vest buttons composed of 
mother of pearl, having brass or white 
metal shanks and removable fasteners com- 
posed of the same metal. 

The Chatham National Bank has sent out 
letter to stockholders and patrons, an- 
nouncing the resignation as president of 
the bank of George M. Hand and his 
election as chairman of the board, an office 
created by the board of directors. Louis 
G. Kaufman was elected president to fill 
the office vacated by Mr. Hand.

\lassachusetts, had a long talk with Gov- 

nor Hughes Thursday about the action 

f Magistrate Barlow in exacting only 
$5,000 bail each from Harry Rothstein and 
Jacob and Joseph Goldberg, who disap- 
peared after being arrested and admitted to 
bail in the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
in this city, for the alleged robbery of the 
safe of Samuel E. Ullian,a Boston jeweler, 
of $15,000 in jewelry. The Massachusetts 
authorities claim the $15,000 forfeited bail, 
and Messrs. Reinstein and Emerson told the 
Governor that they would file charges 
against Magistrate Barlow in this connec- 
tion. Magistrate Barlow was asked origi- 
nally to hold the three prisoners in $20,000 
bail each, and was about to hold them in 
$10,000 bail each, when the attorneys for 
the prisoners convinced the court that $5,000 
was sufficient. The men are also wanted in 
Philadelphia and New Haven, the total of 
their alleged stealings amounting to $35,000. 
Governor Hughes said he would give his 
immediate attention to the matter and that 
he had already asked the District Attorney 
of New York County to acquaint him with 

the facts of the case. Messrs. Reinstein and 
Emerson finally were told by Governor 
Hughes that the Appellate Court had the 
remedy they sought. 

The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers held Saturday that hat pins, 
brooches and other articles of personal 
adornment costing more than 20 cents per 
dozen pieces, if composed in chief value of 
silver, German silver, white metal, brass or 
coin metal are dutiable at 85 per cent. 
under the Tariff Act of 1909, even if set 
with imitation jet. The decision overruled 
the protest filed by R. H. Stearns/& Co. 
and the Jordan-Marsh Co. against the as- 
sessment of duties by the Collector. In 
the proceedings before the Board, a former 
decision of the customs tribunal was cited 
by the importers in support of their con- 
tention that the goods were dutiable at 45 
per cent. under Par. 109 or 199 of the 
Tariff Act of 1909. It is now alternately 
claimed that the articles are dutiable at 
60 per cent. as jewelry under Par, 148 of 
the act. Both claims are denied by General 
\ppraiser Sharretts, who writes the deci- 
sions for the Board. It is pointed out by 
the General Appraiser that in the case 
cited the Board held that only jewelry com- 
posed of gold or platinum was subject to 
duty of 60 per cent. under Par. 448, and 
adhering to the correctness of this ruling 
the Board overruled the alternative claim. 
It is held that the importers’ claim of a 
rate cf 60 per cent. also cannot be upheld 
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as the articles are composed in chief value 
of silver set with imitation jet.

Governor Hughes has honored the ex- 
tradition application in the case of Mattie 
Higgins wife of Ray Higgins from this 
State to Pennsylvania, and Pennsylvania 
officials were notified last week that the 
warrant was in the hands of their officials. 
Higgins, who was a watchmaker, escaped 
from jail at Pottsville, Pa., and was later 
arrested in this city, as noted in a recent 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY. 
As previously reported, he was charged with 
larceny by his former employer, W. H. 
Mortimer, a jeweler of Pottsville. After 
he had left his former employer and come 
to this city he was arrested here, taken 
to Pottsville and lodged in the county jail. 
While in jail he shaved off his mustache 
and succeeded in passing himself off as a 
visitor in the jail, thus escaping. He was 
later re-arrested in this city. Mrs. Higgins 
is charged with aiding her husband’s escape 
from prison.

Treasury Department Regulations as to 
Drawback on Clocks. 

WasHincTon, D. C., Aug. 10.—The 
Treasury Department decision and regula- 
tion issued under date of April 6, 1907, 
providing for the allowance of drawback 
on clocks manufactured by the Sessions 
Clock Co., of Forestville, Conn., with the 
use of imported glass, have been extended 
in so far as they are applicable so that 
they may cover the exportations of clocks, 
candelabra, mirrors and plateaus manu- 
factured by the Wm. L. Gilbert Clock Co., 
of Winsted, Conn., which are made in 
part from imported glass and oynx, in ac- 
cordance with a sworn statement made by 
the company and dated July 16, 1910. 

To secure this drawback the preliminary 
entry must show the marks and numbers 
of the shipping packages, the number of 
clocks, candelabra, mirrors and plateaus of 
each kind contained in each package and 
in the antire shipment. 

The drawback entry must show the total 
number of each kind of clocks, candelabra, 
mirrors and plateaus exported, giving the 
name and numbers thereof and the total 
quantity by measure or weight of the 
glass and onyx contained in each article 
exported, also the quantity in the entire 
shipment. 

In liquidation the quantities of imported 
glass and onyx which may be taken as 
basis for the allowance of drawback may 
equal the quantity declared in the draw- 
back entry after official verification of the 
exported quantities provided they shall not 
exceed those shown in the sworn schedule, 
an allowance being made for wastage 

Sworn supplementary schedules showing 
the different styles of clocks, mirrors, etc., 
may be filed with the Collector of Customs, 
and. after official verification thereof draw- 
back may be allowed under these regula- 
tions.

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The Utilization of the Scientific Ruby in Horology. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly by A. Chaponniere. 




















HE sapphire, the garnet, the natural and 
the scientific ruby, are employed in 
manufacturing horology to reduce the 
friction of the moving parts. The experi 
ments we are about to ‘describe have been 
undertaken with a view to determine which 
tone has the best coefficient of friction 
and prevents the greatest resistance. 

In calculating the coefficient friction we 
made use of an inclined plane, which is 
reproduced in Fig. 1 

A is the support of the apparatus, pro- 
vided with two regulating shrews, BB’,

This difference between these last co- 
ficients and those previously established 
enables us to deduct that these different 
stones work better by traction than by 
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compression. We note, moreover, in these 
two experiments, inversion between the nat- 
ural ruby and the garnet, for classification. 

These experiments show that the scien- 
tific ruby is superior as regards friction 
and resistance. These are the principal 
properties required of these stones in watch- 
making. 





Some Remarks on Compensation Balances. 


By H. REINECKE. 


URING the progress of manufacturing 
watches by the United States Watch 
Co. in its early and former existence it 
became expedient to improve the cheapest 
grade of lever watches by fitting them with 
compensation balances. To make such bal- 
znces in the old way proved too expensive, 
and a new mode of manufacture suggested 
the soldering of the brass ring on the steel 
body of the balance. A comment on the 
making of such balances was contributed 
by the writer in the Jewelers’ Circular and 
Horologicai Review, issued in the month 
of April, 1877, and is here reproduced, in 
response to inquiries along this line: 
SOLDERED COMPENSATION BALANCES AND THE 
USE OF BORAX. 

As a matter of experience, soldered bal- 
ances, if made in the usual proportions of 
those made of brass and steel only, are 
more sensitive and act as though their 
laminze had been made too thin, and con- 
sequently are, as it is generally expressed, 
over-compensated, showing when adjusted 
greater errors in extremes. 

To remedy this defect, the lamine would 
have to be made thicker, and the existing 
liability to setting would be increased. Or, 
to explain in a different way, the laminz 
of soldered balances have too uniform an 
action, too equally progressive and are very 
well adapted to a metallic thermometer 
whereas they ought to have an action pro- 
gressively decreasing, inwardly and out- 
wardly, in order to give us the proper geo- 
metrical ratio for the compensation. 

This too uniform action will exist in a 
more decided form if it should so happen 
that the solder used should be less ex- 
pansive than brass and more expansive than 
steel, It is a well-known fact that metals 
when alloyed change their nature; different 
alloys have different properties as conduct- 
ors of heat, as to their expansive ratiq and 
hardness; sometimes in direct contradic- 
tion to the nature of their integral parts. 
A mixture of lead, antimony and bismuth 
will even produce a metal which expands 
in cold and contracts in heat. It is not 
safe to say how much of the solder might 
be absorbed and incorporated in the brass 
during the heating process. 

It would therefore be necessary, when 
soldering balances, to inform ourselves as 
to the nature of the solder employed. But 
there are objections more potent than 
those mentioned. There is no substance 
known, with the exception of mercury per- 
haps, which will expand at a uniform rate 
through a long range of the thermometer. 
In heat the conductivity of steel decreases, 
while that of brass increases. 

Brass will set somewhat at arriving at a 
limit in either heat or cold, or before 
changing from expansion to contraction, 
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and vice versa. Now when we propose to 
add to these two incongruous substances a 
third uncertain one, we might well hesitate. 
Further. brass, when preponderating in the 
presence of steel, has a property of pre- 
venting rust and another of absorbing elec- 
tricity, the first on account of the amount 
of zine it contains; properties not to be 
disregarded in the presence of salt water, 
particularly in the tropics. I will refrain 
from dwelling on. the difficulties of pro- 
ducing perfect soldered balances. 

Allusion has been made to the injurious 
effect produced on the steel by the use of 
borax in fusing the brass. I do not hesi- 
tate to attribute this to its impurity. 
Borax is frequently adulterated with alum 
and salt, and some of the latter might pos 
sibly be incorporated with the metal. 
Borax will combine during fusion with the 
oxides and form glass, white with that of 
zinc, and bottle green with that of iron or 
steel,

Greenwich Observatory. 


BOUT 200 years ago England began to 
take a lead in the mercantile com- 
merce of the world; her ships were daily 
passing across the Atlantic, and India also 
was beginning to attract her attention. It 
was therefore of the utmost importance that 
navigators should be enabled to find their 
longitude when at sea, independently of 
watches or clocks; and a reward was of- 
fered to any one who should discover a 
method by which this result might be ob- 
tained. 

The plan proposed was, that the angular 
distance of the moon from certain stars 
should be calculated beforehand, and pub- 
lished, so that, for example, it might be 
stated that at 10 minutes and five seconds 
past nine on such a day, the moon should be 
distant from Mars 40 degrees. If from a 
ship in the middle of the Atlantic, Mars 
and the moon were found to be 40 de- 
grees apart, then it would be known that 
the time in England was 10 minutes and 
five seconds past nine. 

Here, then, was one item ascertained, 
and the method was a good one; but in 
consequence of the want of accuracy as re- 
garded the moon’s motions, the exact posi- 
tions of the stars, it could not be practically 
carried out. 

Under these circumstances, Charles IT. 
decided that a national observatory should 
be built, and an astronomer appointed; and 
a site was at once selected for the building. 
Wren, the architect, selected Greenwich 
Park as the most suitable locality, because 
from thence vessels passing up and down 
the Thames might see the time signals, and 
also because there was a commanding view 
north and south from the hill selected for 
the site. The observatory was completed 
in 1676, and Flamsteed, the chief astrono- 
mer, immediately commenced his observa- 
tions, but with very imperfect instruments 
of his own. During 30 years Flamsteed 
labored indefatigably, and formed a valua- 
ble catalogue of stars, and made a vast col- 
lection of lunar observations. He was suc- 
ceeded by Halley, who carried on similar 
observations; and from that time to the 
present, Greenwich Observatory has been

The work carried on at Greenwich is en- 
tirely practical, and consists in forming a 

atalogue of stars and planets, and so 
watching them, that every change in their 
novements is at once discovered. Now 
that this work has been performed for sev- 
eral years, the movements of the principal 
celestial bodies have been so accurately de- 
termined that the Nautical Almanac—the 
official guide on these subjects —is pub- 
lished four years in advance, and thus we 
find that on a particular night in 1868 the 
moon will be at a certain angular distance 
from a star, and the satellite of 
Jupiter will disappear at a particular in- 
stant. On the exterior wall of the observa- 
tory there is a large electric clock, which, 
being placed in “contact” with the various 
other clocks in the observatory, indicates 
exact Greenwich time. 

The face of this clock shows 24 hours, 
so that it requires that a novice should look 
at it twice before comparing his watch. On 
the left of this clock are metal bars let 
into the wall, each of which represents the 
length of a standard measure, such as a 
yard, foot, etc. \nd let us here say a 
few words about these standards. To the 
uninitiated a yard is simply three feet, and 
a foot is 12 inches—an inch being, we are 
told in our “Tables,” the length of three 
barleycorns. Now, as the length of a bar- 
leycorn varies considerably, it requires 
something more definite than this to de- 
termine our national measures, 

Thus, the question, what IS a foot? is 
more difficult to answer than at first sight 
appears. Many years ago the French per- 
ceived the difficulty appertaining to the na- 
tional standard, and they, therefore, decided 
that a meter should be the ten-millionth 
part of one-fourth of the earth’s circum- 
ference—that is, tenmiliionth of the distance 
from the equator to the Pole. But here 
another difficulty was encountered, because 
different calculators found this arc of dif- 
ferent lengths. By LAW, however, it was 
decided that one measurement only was 
correct, and so the meter fixed at 
1,794 Paris feet; though since then more 
wccurate observations and improved instru- 
ments have shown these measured acres to 
have been very incorrectly ascertained, and 
thus the French method failed when prac- 
tically tried. 

The length of a second’s pendulum oscil- 
lating in a certain latitude has been our 
method of obtaining a standard; but this 
ilso has its weak points, so that to ob- 
tain a constant standard it is necessary to 
have some pattern which is unchangeable, 
ind thus a metal has been chosen that 
xpands or contracts but little either from 
heat or cold; and this, at a certain tem- 
perature, is the standard measure, and such 
. standard may be seen on the exterior wall 
of Greenwich Observatory. 

On entering the doorway—which is 
guarded by a Greenwich pensioner, who will 
possibly first peep at the visitor, in order 
to see who the individual may be who is 
desirous to tread within the sacred pre- 
cincts—one finds a courtyard, on the left of 
which are the transit-room, the computing- 
room and the chronometer-room. The 
transit-room takes its name from the in- 
strument therein, which is a large “transit.” 
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This consists of a large telescope, the out- 
side of which is not unlike a heavy cannon, 
as it is of solid iron. The instrument is 
supported by trunnions, which allow the 
telescope to be elevated or depressed to 
point south or north, and, in fact, to make 
a complete revolution, but never to diverge 
from the north or south line. The magni- 
fying power of this instrument is not very 
great, so that it admits plenty of light, for 
intended, not as a searcher or for 
gazing at celestia! objects, but for the pur- 
pose of noting the exact time at which stars 
and planets pass south of north of Green-

wich. 

Upon looking through the telescope the 
observer’s eye is first attracted by a verti- 
cal row of what seem to be iron bars, 
placed at equal distances from each other. 
These, however, prove to be only spiders’ 
webs, and are used for the purpose of tak- 
ing the time of passage of a star over each 
wire, and thus to ascertain the exact in- 
stant of its being in the center of the tele- 
scope. During even the finest and calmest 
nights there is occasionally found a tremu- 
lousness in the instrument, which, as it is 
rigidly fixed to the walls of the building, 
must be due to a slight vibration ‘n the 
ground itself. Thus many a feeble earth- 
quake unfelt by the outsider may be per- 
ceived by the astronomer by the aid of his 
delicate instruments. 

The various stars seem to be traveling at 
an immense ratc when seen in the field of 
the transit telescope, and it is really nervous 
work noting the exact time when each wire 
is passed... The experienced observer, how- 
ever, not only will give the minute and 
second, but also the decimal of a second 
when the star was on the wire. The re- 
sult is obtained by counting the beats of a 
clock, the face of which is opposite the ob- 
server. Thus, if at three the star seems as 
much short of the wire as at four it had 
passed it, then 3.5 might be the instant of 
“transit.”

Counting a Balance Spring. 





E know that in horological parlance 
“counting” a balance spring means 
determining accurately the length of the 
active blade of the spring so as to select 
its strength and proper dimension. 

“IT know,” says Pr. Bulle in La France 
Horlogere, “that in the repair business most 
of the colleagues dispense with this proceed- 
ing. They are content with ‘weighing’ the 
balance: spring, an operation which every- 
body knows consists, after having attached 
the balance spring to the collet, of lift- 
ing it by the outside. Under the influence 
of the weight of the balance the spring is 
caused to assume the form of an inverted 
cone, the height of which serves as the 
point of departure. 

“This is the culmination of empiricism. 
If we are willing in this manner to esti- 
mate very approximately the strength of a 
balance spring before calculating it, well and 
good. But for goodness sake do not let us 
expect any more from so rudimentary a 
process. 

“In acalling like ours regard for precision 
may be pushed a little further, and the fa- 
mous ‘American eye,’ which is the strong- 
hold of those who prefer processes of this 
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description, cannot be relied upon very 
much in this question of regulation. We 
can really hardly pretend, even with great 
practice, to escape material error. When 
we succeed, working in this manner, in at- 
taching the balance spring to the stud in 
the right place it is due to accident and not 
to professional skill, which in this event 
plays but a very secondary part. Neverthe- 
less, how many good horologists I know 
who imagine that on account of their great 
practice they can dispense with surrounding 
themselves with precautions which, how- 
ever, they cannot afford to ignore without 
exposing themselves to the risk of error. 
And it is above all, in everything that con- 
cerns the various phases of regulation, that

nothing should be left to chance; every- 
thing should be calculated and verified; 
otherwise we expose ourselves to the need 
of endless readjustments. 

“Therefore, after the operation of weigh- 
ing, which should be regarded as more 
than preliminary, the balance spring should 
be ‘counted’, and when we do not possess 
a special implement nothing is better for 
this than the use of a good chronometer, the 
vibrations of which we listen to while the 
eye follows the oscillations of the balance 
attached to the balance spring to be tested, 
which is held, as is customary, in a 
tweezers. 

“Now, the chronometer in question may 
be held against the ear with the left hand, 
but I have devised as more convenient and 
as leaving both hands free during the opera- 
tion the little arrangement very truthfully 
reproduced in the accompanying illustration. 

“The chronometer is placed in a box 
which is held against the ear by means of 
an elastic band, carrying also a deafening 
pad which, applied to the other ear, ex 
cludes outside noises. 

“With this very simple contrivance the 


vibrations of a watch may be followed with, 


extraordinary nicety, which is a very im- 
portant advantage in conveniently counting 
a balance spring.”

HE dealer who is to be a good buyer 

should never hesitate about buying 

all quantities. If you cannot buy in the 

quantities that your business requires, there 

is something wrong with the house from 
v.hom you buy 

Two very important objects are accom- 
plished by buying in small quantities as 
wanted. One is the goods are always new 
and fresh. The other is that you Keep 
far less money tied up in stock. You turn 
stock oftener and make more money 

Of course, the quantity discount is at- 
tractive, and there are many cases in which 
it is really worth taking. Also freights 
must be considered. But when all advan- 
tages of quantity buying are considered 
will be found that many times it pays 
better to buy what you need as you 
need it. 

It frequently occurs that some traveling 
man will come along with a proposition 
that you take “the quantity” of certain 
goods and you will be given so much free 
goods and so much advertising matter and 
so much window display. 

There are times when this proposition 
calls for your acceptance, and there are 

iy times when it calls for rejection. It 

large part of the secret of good buying 

» be able to know what to buy in this way 
ind what to buy “as wanted.” 

Each individual proposition should be 
gured cut, A careful estimate ought to 
e made of the net results of the “quan- 
tity” proposition, as against the other way. 
\nd listen to the voice of good judgment 
rather than to the voice of the salesman 
\hose interests are largely in making large 
les. 

In this connection it is well to consider 

hether it does not pay to do a good deal 
In staple goods which 
he dealer knows well and knows how to 
rder intelligently—and what line does this 
t cover?—there is much advantage in 
rdering by mail. 

In ordering habitually this way there is 
waiting until a salesman arrives. One 
rders when he needs the goods. Further, 


buying by mail.

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he orders what goods he needs, and there 
is no one standing at his elbow urging him 
to buy more of this or to make this quarter 
dozen into a half dozen, or to make this 
a case instead of a half case. 

Of course, I know that it is to the 
salesman’s eventual advantage to sell a man 
only what he needg in order not to load 
him up and prejudice him against the house. 
It is perhaps more to the advantage of the 
house than to that of the salesman. for it 
must be remembered that the salesman 
wants to hold his job. He wants to make 
a good showing, or he wants to increase 
his commission, and to him, as to our- 
selves, a bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush, so with all the good inten- 
tions in the world he is sure to sell you 
more goods than you would ever buy if 
you were writing the order in the pres- 
ence of no one but your own good judg- 
ment. 

You sit down and write a quarter or 
sometimes a twelfth of a dozen very cheer- 
fully, when you would not have had the 
courage to mention so small a lot of some 
goods to the drummer. 

And, more than this, if you are a busy 
man, and there is no reason why you 
should not be so, your time is worth money 
There is something you can always be 
doing to occupy your time to your greater 
profit or to your greater enjoyment than 
in sparring with a traveling man who is 
trying to get under your belt with some 
extra proposition. 

You can sit down and write an order in 
time that suits your own convenience, not 
that suits the convenience of some one with 
a train to make. You choose your own 
time, time which you could not be using to 
better advantage, and you write the order 
and post it in just about half the time it 
would take to get down to business with 
the drummer. 

Now, I have nothing against the travel- 
ing salesmen, I like them, and I find them 
full of good ideas—some of them, Others 
| find are more peripatetic slot machines 
or phonograph records, and you find them 
less informed upon your own goods than 
you yourself are. 

No traveling man who behaves in a gen- 


tlemanly way should be treated with any- 
thing but curtesy. He is in the business of 
selling goods just as you are. You owe 
it to yourself and to him and to your 
business to treat him pleasantly. But you 
do not owe it to him to spend any more 
time with him than you wish to spend. 
Neither has he any right to feel offended 
if you say that you are busy and ask to 
be excused. Some salesmen act as if they 
had been grossly insulted if a dealer de- 
clines to give them time to show him 
their line—assuming that they know better 
than he whether he is in the market for 
any of their kind of goods or not. 

The traveling man who gets “sore” be- 
cause he is not given a chance to use up 
your time when you are polite about ask- 
ing him to excuse you is entitled to noth- 
ing but a snub next time he comes: 

Be decent to the drummer. Visit with 
him if you want to, and if he has ideas, get 
them, but don’t give up to him anything 
that you don't want to give. 

There is some advantage in being able 
to buy in person right in the market. It is 
always better to buy from the goods them- 
selves than to buy from hearsay or from 
picture. There is, though, one disadvantage 
that accrues from buying where the stock 
itself is shown. In buying from stock you 
virtually agree to take the goods as the 
stock runs. In buying from an agent’s 
sample, you are entitied to goods all of 
which are up to the sample, and in buying 
from a picture you are entitled to stock 
that all the way through matches the de- 
scription, 

Still, 1f one can buy “in the house’ one 
sees how the goods look as he will get 
them He sees many things that would 
not come to him through the traveler, and 
he sees all sizes and grades instead of 
only representative samples. If he buys 
unintelligently it is his own fault, while 
buying wrongly at home may be the fault 
of a salesman or of a deficient catalogue. 
\void accepting expense money from a 
wholesaler under such circumstances that 
you would not feel perfectly free to follow 
your inclinations in buying 

One thing is certain, it pays to go to 
the market as often as possible in order to 
see what is going on in the larger retail 
centers as well as to get into closer touch 
with the wholesale market. The retail 
stores in your line should be visited when 
you go to the city just as certainly as you 
visit the wholesale houses, and of the two 
preferably neglect the wholesaler.

got him into trouble, but the powerful in- 
fluence of Catherine de Medici and Anne 
de Montmorency, constable of France, was 
exercised in his behalf and ensured his 
safety in the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
although he was known as a Huguenot.

Jealous ef his reputation, Palissy ruth- 
lessly destroyed every piece of his work 
that showed the slightest defect, and the 
perfection thus secured is a distinctive 
feature of his genuine productions. The 
earth of his dishes is always exceedingly 
hard, compact and sonorous, pinkish white 
ili appearance rather than red, the colors 
adhering perfectly to it, without any ap- 
preciable thickness, possessing in its sharp- 
ness the original form and displaying a 
remarkable warmth and inclusiveness, in- 
dicative of the high temperature at which 
the pieces were fired. 

The reliefs are modeled, without stiffness, 
with infinite care and so nicely united that 
the joints of the moulds are never per- 
ceptible. There is a great deal of imitation 
Palissy ware, some of it excellent, but 
the genuine productions, although unsigned, 
are in the soundness of their workmanship, 
perfect finish and the harmonious agree- 
ment of color, unmistakable. The purity, 
brilliance, richness and depth of tone of 
his enamels have never been equaled arid 
his works are justly ranked with the most 
wonderful productions of industrial art of 
this industry. 

His work may be divided into three 
classes or periods. The first includes his 
earliest jaspered dishes; then came the 
rustic pieces, with scenes in nature, etc., 
that made him famous, the back of each 
piece being covered with jaspered enamel 
in various tints, while in the third class is 
inciuded all the remaining pieces produced 
after he had taken up his residence in

HIS is a subject that at once opens an 
extensive line of thought. Is the 
satished customer one who enters your 
store and, after more or less discussion or 
argument, perhaps both, makes a choice, 
pays his money and departs, or has the 
term a deeper meaning? 

You have succeeded in selling, you have 
his-money, but have you made the sort of 
an impression on him that has gained for 
you his future custom? 

How many of us remember our first

boyhood purchase of a pocket knife? How 
we struggled and saved until at last we had 
the required 75 cents, and then betook our- 
selves to the hardware or cutlery man to 
select a glittering pearl-handled six-blader, 
to become the envy of our comrades for a 
week or two, by which time we found that 
the darn thing wouldn’t cut, couldn’t be 
sharpened and “wasn’t good for nuthin’, 
nohow.” 

Now, stippose the hardware man had seen 
the error cf your choice, and had, by a 
little diplomacy and sound advice, per- 
suaded you to take an honest two-bladed 
jack knife, with a plain handle, but good, 
well-tempered blades. 

There might have been a slight hanker- 
ing after the showy six-blader, but after 
you had carved out numerous boats and 
wooden swords and found your knife still 
doing business your respect for the dealer 
would come uf to par, and later in life, 
when you niade more important purchases 
in his line your thoughts would turn to 
him, 

Why will not this theory apply to the 
jeweler? In no other class of goods must 
the purchaser have more faith in the in- 
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tegrity of the dealer than ours. Usually 
the customer is in the first place more thor- 
oughly satisfied when he can _ purchase 
things that are above reproach, This can 
be accomplished by the retailer through 
refusing to sell anything that is not guaran- 
teed by the manufacturer, 

Every dealer can see the strength of 
putting forward an argument to his cus- 
tomers, and prospective customers, that 
whatever is purchased at his store will be 
replaced if not satisfactory. 

Let your stock embrace products that are 
well and extensively advertised, with a 
thoroughly known and widespread reputa 
tion 

The customer entering your store may 
not have any particular make or brand in 
mind, but if you show him these goods he 
has been so saturated, so to speak, with 
their advertising that he subconsciously 
feels that they are old friends, and as if 
he knows them already. Your sale’‘is there- 
fore half effected. 

Study your own advertisements. Make 
no assertion in the newspaper or circular 
that you cannot substantiate. 

Implant a faith in the prospective buyer 
that when he comes to your place of busi- 
ness there will be no quibbling or sailing 
under false colors. 

Make your store attractive and inviting 
in appearance. It does not need to be 
elaborate, it does not need to have tinsel 
and gilt, but it must be clean. It must be 
polished and have a certain artistic appeal. 
This can be attained more by simplicity 
than by elaborate decoration. 

If you can get an effect of simple dignity 
you inspire a feeling that will do more 
toward gaining the customer’s confidence 
than by any other method. 

Converse in a low tone, particularly if 
others are present, and do not tell Mr. 
Jones what Mr. Smith has bought, or what 
he has paid for it. Many persons are very 
sensitive on this point, and if their pur- 
chases are to be advertised they prefer to 
do it themselves. 

A word about the repair department. 
This is an important feature of our busi- 
ness, and must not be slighted. See that 
your workmen put the extra little touches 
on every piece of repair work that leaves 
your store, even if you do occasionally 
underestimate the price. You get into close 
touch with your customer in these little 
things, and a slovenly job may be the means 
of losing him forever. 

To sum up: (1) Sell reputable goods; 
(2) keep your store neat, clean and quiet; 
(5) be courteous and patient with exacting 
customers; (4) make good all guarantees, 
and it will be only a question of time be- 
fore your quick growth will begin and your 
circle of patrons will swear by your shop 
as the shop that will give satisfactory serv- 
ice in every direction.

\NSWER:—There are many different pat- 
ted aluminum solders, most of them 
d, but success in soldering this metal 
ies from experience in using it. One 
the latest alloys of aluminum solder 
nsists of 30 parts of tin, seven parts zinc, 
75 part aluminum and 0.10 magnesium.

Question No. 2621.—Test Fluid for 
Silver-plated Goods.—Can you give me 
test fluid for silver-plated goods? 
A.C. B. 
\NSWER :—A testing fluid is prepared by 
lding pure nitric acid to powdered red 
chromate of potash, and mixing them in 
ich a manner that a part of the latter 
mains in suspension, the whole being 
pt well stirred during the mixing. Equal 
irts by weight of each may be taken. 
he nitric must be quite free from hydro- 
loric acid, and have the proper degree 
concentration, being neither too fuming 
rr too dilute; it should have a specific 
ravity between 1.20 and 1.25. When the 
ixture has been prepared for a few hours, 
id then stirred several times, the reddish- 
Jored liquid is poured off from the resi- 
ue and kept in a stoppered bottle. To test 
ver-plated goods—The ordinary and 
ery accurate method of testing silver is 
unded upon the insolubility of chloride 
silver in dilute acids and in water. This 
herwise satisfactory test is, however, dif- 
‘ult to carry out when an article is very 
inly plated. A drop of the test liquid 
see last recipe) is then brought in con- 
ct with the metal to be tested, and im- 
ediately washed off again with water. If 
visible blood-red spot remains, silver is 
resent. This method requires only the 
lowing precautions: The metallic surface 
ust have been quite cleansed from grease 
* varnish with spirits of wine; water must 
poured over the treated surface before 
idging of the color, as that of the testing 
uid is altered by the metal, and the red 
recipitate is not distinctly visible until the 
lored liquid has been washed off. The 
d spot can afterwards be very easily re- 
oved with the finger. By this method the 








slightest trace of silver in an alloy may be 
ascertained. When an article is suspected 
to be only thinly plated, a very minute drop 
of the testing fluid should be used. With 
no other metal or alloy does this red spot, 
so characteristic of silver, appear; in some 
cases the testing fluid only corrodes the 
surface of the metal, while in others colored 
precipitates are formed, which, however, 
cannot be confounded with those of silver. 
German silver brought into contact with 
the testing fluid affords no red spot after 
being washed. The spot will, however, 
have been strongly corroded. Britannia 
metal yields a black spot; zine is strongly 
corroded; platinum is not attacked; lead 
gives a yellow precipitate; tin is strongly 
affected by the fluid;,when the brownish- 
colored testing fluid is washed off a yel- 
low precipitate is perceived, which adheres 
tightly to the metal; copper is strongly at- 
tacked, a tarnished surface of this metal 
is brightened by the action of the acid. 

Question No. 2622.—Smoothing En- 
graving Tools.—/ have made some en- 
graving tools out of steel rods, but I can- 
not get them as smooth as I like them 
with a fine fiile. Is there anything better 
for this? Ss. 5. 

ANSWER :—After filing the steel tool into 
the shape desired, use some emery cloth 
for finishing. Wrap a strip of the emery 
cloth around a stick and proceed to polish, 
first with coarse emery cloth and finally 
with fine emery cloth. 

Question No. 2623.—Modeling Clay.— 
We have trouble in keeping our modeling 
clay moist so we can work it. How should 
it be kept? B.C. 

ANSWER:—Knead the dry clay with 
glycerine instead of water and it will re- 
main in good workable condition. Knead 
thoroughly with the hands, moistened at 
intervals of two or three days, and keep 
covered with a piece of rubber cloth to 
prevent evaporation of moisture. 

Question No. 2624.—Marking Steel 
Tools.—How can I mark my name on 
stecl tools? M., S. 

ANSWER:—To mark steel tools warm 
them slightly and rub the steel with wax 
or tallow until a film gathers. Then 
scratch the letters on the wax, cutting 
through to the steel. A little nitric acid 
poured on the writing will quickly eat out 
the letters. Wash off the acid in cold water 
and remove the wax with a hot rag and 
the letters will be etched 

Question No, 2625.—Regulating Watch 
Stand.—Can you tell me how to make a 
stand on which a watch could be placed 
while regulating? I would like to make 
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one of these myself and would appreciate 
it if you could give me some suggestions 
in this line. | ee fr Ae 
ANSWER :—Lhe stand’ illustrated herewith 
was devised by a French watchmaker, M. 
Mautin, of Montmélian, and consists of a 
flat-foot, to which is secnewed a _ bow- 
shaped clamp provided with two holes, 
countersunk on the inner side, and which 
by spring tension holds a ball, the stem of 
which supports the stand proper. This con- 
sists of a bottom plate on which is riveted 
a double angle piece, in the conical notches 
of which the lower edge of the movement 
is adjusted. To the lower edge of the 
bottom plate a round rod is riveted, on 
which the sleeve of the upper crosspiece

slides, a set screw with milled head allow- 
ing it to be set in any position. The cross- 
piece is also provided with a conical notch 
and holds the upper edge of the movement, 
as may be plainly seen in the illustration. 
With the aid of the ball joint at the foot 
of the stand the watch works cannot only 
be set in a hanging or recumbent position, 
but in any desired oblique position. The 
French writer who describes this device 
suggests that it be made more complete by 
the addition of a small mirror, so placed 
that the going of the watch could also be 
observed when it is held with the dial 
plate facing upwards. 

Question No. 2626—Annealing Box.— 
I want to make an annealing box for small 
steel parts. Can you tell me how to do 
this ? eS. 

ANSWER:—A good way to make an an- 
nealing box for small parts is to take a 
piece of, say, thnee-inch iron pipe about 10 
inches long. Tap both ends of the pipe 
and fit plugs to them; cast iron will do. 
One of the ends may then be closed and 
the charcoal and parts to be annealed 
packed in, after which the other plug can 
be screwed in. With a box of this kind no 
sealing is necessary, as the screw plugs 
prevent the entrance of the air,
